in one bed.

beside this famous garden arid almost 
through it, with no fence guarding it, 
runs a public path, open to all the world; 
yet never a flower has been molested, 
never a bit of the fruit, which grows there 
also, has been touched. You may surprise

All the plants used 


in this feature of landscape gardening are 
low-growing, so that the surface is com- 
pact and smooth, and but little raised 
above the closely cut grass. The words 
"Ocean House" have in this manner lain 
upon the terrace before the hotel of that 
name at Newport for two summers. Soon 
at Newport we shall see a sight the like 
of which I doubt ever has been seen iu 
land tulips in blossom ; such a wealth of 
blazing, glowing color as one must look 
upon to appreciate and realize. Nearly 
400,000 bulbs, imported from Harlem, 
have been set out close together on this 
piece of land, lying in the middle of the 
tract recently, purchased by the Bosto 
syndicate. This is an experiment, 
successful, and the bulbs can be raise 
in Newport, it will no longer be neces- 
sary to bring them from Holland, whic 
country now supplies the world.—Bosto 
Herald. 


AN ATTBAOTI7E BEGION. 


_ The northern zone of the South, embrac- 
ing Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee, with the north- 
ern portions of Georgia, Alabama, and 
Arkansas, is a region of vast extent, and 
has great interest for Northern people 
accustomed to farming who may desire to 
emigrate to a country suited to this in- 
dustry. 
There is much excellent land 


here, with soils adapted to the cultivation 
of most of the important farm products 
of the region lying between New York 
and Pennsylvania on the east and Iowa 
and Kansas on the west, as well as to 
those of the South. The climate is favor- 
able,^ not being so different from that of 
the States north of it as to cause immi- 
grants from them any considerable incon- 
venience or discomfort. In the hilly por- 
tions of this zone there is cold enough for 
Northern people, while the mildness of 
the winter and its brief duration render 
fanning and stock raising more profitable 
than they are farther north, as the shelter 
and feeding of domestic animals reouire 
comparatively small expenditure. 
*The 


summers are of course much longer than 
in New York or Iov«, but the heat is not 
uiually so great as it is in New Hamp- 
shire. _ With proper attention to sanitary 
conditions and requirements, this is a very 
healthy region, the proportion of malari- 
ous diseases for the uplands being less 
than in some of the finest portions of New 
England. There is much beautiful coun- 
try, with pleasant scenery. In Northern 
Alabama I observed a close resemblance 
to the appearance of the hill regions of 
Southern and Central New Hampshire. 


By attention to the selection of seed of 


the most suitable varieties, and to meth- 
ods of cultivation, some of the vegetable 
products of regions farther north, which 
are supposed to be unsuited to the South, 
can probably be made profitable through- 
out the zone now under consideration. 
Such acclimation of esculents from other 
portions of the country would be a great 
benefit, and is especially desirable for 
immigrants from the North, who arc apt 
to be impressed by the lack of variety in 
the bill of fare at the tables of the plant- 
ers as well as at Southern hotels.

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THE OLD KAIL FENCE. 


I am told by foreign tourists that while 


many of our fences are reflected in those 
of other lands, the counterpart of the zig- 
zag fence is to be seen in no other country. 
It is typical of Yankeeland. 


It is known as tha snake or Virginia 


fence, and as the relic of a lavish era of 
unlimited forestry. History does not 
chronicle the name of its inventor, but I 
have long since learned to cherish a pro 
found respect for the memory of thi 
unknown individual. It is hard for nn 
to imagine in the person of thisprimitivt 
rail-splitter the picture of an untutorei 
backwoodsman, and I never follow the 
course of one of these fences without feel 
ing a certain consciousness that its or 
igiual builder must have seen his work 
through eyas artistic as well as practical 


The careless abandon of its lines s. 


repetition of form in which absolute rep- 
etition is continually defied by the cap- 
ricious convolution of the grain, for there 
are no two rails made in the same moult 
—and their gray satiny sheen, 
their 


weather-beaten stains of moss and lichen 
and the ever-changing play of lights and 
shadows from their waring weeds and 
vines, make the old rail fence truly an ob- 
ject of real beauty in our 
landscape. 


Often have I lingered in its angles, and a 
hundred times have I thought of the host 
of pictures and reminiscences which might 
fill a book to the glory of a fence corner. 


Moreover, this peculiarity of conforma- 


tion panders to a most worthy and blessed 
shiftlessness happily latent in the bones 
of almost every farmer; for while the 
ploughshare creeps close along the base 
of the old stone wall, and the direct course 
of most other fences offers a free scope for 
the the mower's scythe or the reaper's 
blade, the outward corners of the zigzag 
fence dodge beyond its reach, and thus 
escape. 
How often, too, are these re- 


cesses the convenient storage quarters 
for the stones and stubble of the field, 
and as such receive a wide berth from the 
newly whetted scythe or cradle.

THE CROSS-MARK.—-The mark which 


lersons who are unsM* to writo ore rc- 
juired to make instead of their signature 
's in the form of a cross, and this prac- 
;ice, having formerly been followed by 
tings and nobles, is constantly referred 
o as an instance of the deplorable igno- 
rance of ancient times. This signature 
s not, however, invariable proof of such 
gnorance. Anciently, the use of this 
mark was not not confined to illiterate 
tersons; for among the Saxons the mark 
)f_the cross, as an attestation of the good 
aith of tha person signing, was required 
o be attached to the .signature of those 
who could write, as well as to stand in the 
>lace of the signature of those who could 
not write. In those times, if a man could 
write, or even read, his knowledge wa» 
:onsidered proof positive that he was in 
holy ordirs. The word dericus, or clerk, 
fas synonymous with penman, and the 
aity, or people who were not clerks, did 
lot feel any urgent necessity for the use 
>f letters. 


The ancient use of the cross was, there- 


*bre, universal alike by those who could 
md by those who could not write. 
It 


was, indeed, the symbol of an oath from 
ts early associations, and generally the 
mark. On this account Mr. Charles 
Inight, in his notes in the "Pictorial 


hakespeare," explains the expression of 
God save the mark!" as a form of ejac- 
lation approaching to the character of 
n oath. Tha phrase occurs three or more 
hues in tbe plays of Shakespeare, but 
or a Ippg time was left by the commen- 
ators, in its original obscuritv.—Man- 
Jtester Times.

In this way his labor is rendered profit- 


able. Promotion comes unsought and 
before it is expected. Here lies the secret- 
of success.

THE YOUTH OF DAVID RITTOTHOUSE. 


William Ilittiiigliuyscn, tlie first Mcn- 


lonite preacher in I'cnnsj'lvnnia, came 
witli liis family and otlicrs of the sect to 
jermantown in 1088, ant! on a branch of 
lie Wissaliickon Creek, in Hoxborougli 
Township, built in ]Oi)U the earliest pa- 
per mill in America. It is with refer- 
ence to this mill that Gabriel Thomas, a 
quaint old chronicler of the seventeenth 
century, says, "All sorts of tery good 
paper are made in the German Town," 
and it supplied the paper used by William 
Bradford, the first printer in Pennsylva- 
nia, 
as well as the first in New York. 


If ere, on the 8th of April, 1732, David 
Uittenlioiibe, a great-grandson of the om- 
igrant, was born. His mother, Kli/abeth 
Williams, was the daughter of lOvan Wil- 
liams, n native of Wales, and probably 
one of tlie Quaker converts who came 
from that country and settled a number 
of townships in Pennsylvania. 
When he 


was three years old, bis father, Matthias 
removed with his family to a farm in 
Norriton, now Montgomery county, nnd 
naturally enoiigli 
lie determined that 


David, the oldest son, should follow the 
same pursuit. 
As soon, therefore, as he 


was strong enough to be of assist nice, lie 
was put to tho ordinary farm work, and 
he ploughed and hart owed, sowed and 
reaped, like all the boys by whom he was 
surrounded. 
His tastes, honcvci, ran in 


another direction, and one of those occur- 
rences which are sometimes called acci- 
dents gave him an opportunity to gratify 
them. 
An uncle, who was a carpenter, 


died, leaving a chest of tools, and among 
them a few books containing theelemenCs 
of arithmetic and geometry and some 
mathematical calculations, these things, 
valueless to every one else, became a 
treasure to David, then about twelve 
years old, and they seem to have determ- 
ncd the bent of his life.

"Without literary friends or soci- 
ty, and with but two or three books, he 
ecame before be had reached his four-

LOBOFELLOW_m COLLEGE. 


In September, 1821, Stephen and Henry 


n adsworth entered freshmen in Bowdoin 
College, Henry just entering the last half 
of his 1 oth year, an attractive youth with 
auburn locks, clear, fresh, blooming com- 
plexion, and, as might be presumed, of 
well-bred manners and bearing. When 
we think of the distinction that has 
crowned the class of 18i!5, a teacher may 
be charged with singular lack of discrimi- 
tion and interest in his pupils who is 
compelled to confess how scanty are his 
particular reminiscences of its mom bers 
and this for tha plain reason that no one 
knew, or even dreamed, it may de> how 
famous some of tlum were to become. 
Now and then a very trivial circumstance 
imprints tho persons of the pupil on '.he 
memory—the eye or some other feature, 
voice, gait, or some incident of colh?"e 
life. The entrance examination of Ser- 
geant Smith Prentiss, of tlie class of 
18'2C, I recall with entire distinction. 
He camo from Oorlmm, and I had been 
an assistant there, and when tlio lad, for 
he was scarcely more than tliat, very 
lame, supporting his steps with a staff, of 
a fresh, healthful, spirited countenance, 
and offering himself for junior standing— 
a heavy trial we thought—took his seat, 
my sympathy was awakened at once.

I cannot testify 
concerning him whose name we—and I 
may add tho civilized world—fondly 
cherish, any more than a general state- 
ment of his umblcmished character as a 
pupil and a true gentleman in all rela- 
tions to the college and , its teachers. It 
is a college tradition that in his sopho- 
more year, at the examination of his class, 
his version of an ode of Horace, which 
fell to him to render, so impressed Hoh. 
Benjamin Orr, of the Committee of Ei- 
amination, that when the new professor- 
ship of modern languages was established 
his recollection of that specimen of the 
young sophomore's taste and ivholarship 
led him to propose him for the position. 


Of young Longfellow's standing as a 


scholar in college, one may judge from 
.lis assignment at commencement of an 
English oration, when fewer parts of that 
rank w?re given than of late years. 
His 


was the first claim to the jpoem; but as 
he poem had no definite rank, it was 
thought due to him, since his scholar- 
ships bore n high mark, that he should 
receive an appointment which placed his 
scholarship beyond question. His Eng- 
"isli oration had for its subject, Our Na- 
ive 
Writers. 
Chattcrton and 
His 


.'ocms was assigned him as a subject, and 
vas so published in the commencement 
Di-der of exercises, but was subsequently 
hanged with a pen. The class poem was 
,ssigned to Frederic Mellen, who was in 
eality more than an ordinary college 
5oet. ] have just said that Longfellow 
lad the first claim as the poet of the class. 
)uring his college life he contributed to 
the periodicals of the day, An April Day, 
Autumn, Hymn of the Moravian Nuns, 
The Spirit of Poetry, Woods in Winter, 
and Sunrise on the Hills, which were re- 
ceived with great favor, as early blossoms 
of a spring of peculiar promise, and etill 
I think they retain a place in later edi- 
tions of his maturer reductions. Some of 
them anneared in tlio Littniry ffniettf, 
a 


Boston publication. The editor of that 
periodical was James C. Carter (Har- 
vard, 18'20), a gentleman whose name is 
honored among active promoters of popu- 
lar education of that time. I was spend- 
ing an evening with him in Boston, when 
he asked mo what young man in our col- 
lege sent them so fine poetry. 
It was 


Longfellow, then a junior, I think, in col- 
lege, and I was happy to report of him as 
one whose scholarship and character were 
quite on a level with his poetry. Our two 
most notable literary occasions of the col- 
lege year, aside from the official exhibi- 
tions and commencement, were full an- 
niversaries of the two leading societies, 
Athenian and Pcucinian, each putting 
forth its best. 
Longfellow, in November, 


1824, the 6rst term of his senior year, 
pronounced the poem of the Peucinian.— 
Proridance Star.

At this place he 
was supplied with a pair of boots in place 
of those he had left at the house of his 
adventure.

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INVEHTIOATE? 


Scarcely a session of Congress occurs 


when some ipecial committee is not ap- 
pointed to investigate something or some- 
body. Investigation it a good thing, and 
to be commended. If at any time then 
it anything in the government, or per- 
taining to public trusts that has a suspi- 
cious look, the crookedness should be ex- 
posed if possible, and there seems to be 
no other way but by committees of inves- 
tigation. It is the defect of such com- 
mittee >, however, that like other human 
institutions, they arc not perfect. Hu- 
man nature, whether on or off commit- 
tees, is more than likely to be biased in 
its views. In a congregated assembly of 
human atoms called a committee, if its 
mission is to investigate uny question, 
each utom is liable to try to twist the tes- 
timony, and every fact presented, so that 
if it v ill not injure those of the opposite 
party, it will at least shield the party of 
the investigator; but peculiar delight 
will be felt if it not only shields his party, 
but can be turned so as to damage his op- 
ponent's. Investigating committees all 
appeal to 
bo constructed 
upon this 


method. What good do they ever ac- 
complish * They are not expected to dis- 
cover the truth; or if they do, their mem- 
bers aie relied upon individually to find 
some means to apply the white-wash 
brush to offenders of the same political 
faith us themselves. Of the many Con- 
gressional committees sent out on junket- 
ing tours all over the country, it is diffi- 
cult to discover more than two or three 
in a decade that ever accomplished any- 
thing that tended to the public good. 
After Mr. Hayes was elected President, 
and had been installed iuto office with 
Democratic acquiescence, the Democrats, 
who controlled the House, organize!! the 
notorious Potter committee to investigate 
into the validity of the President's title.

Tl,e Norristown Herald gives the 
following particulars of his sickness and 
death : J udge Ross had long been in fee- 
ble health, and on one occasion during 
the past winter was attacked by a func- 
tional disturbance of the heart, from 
which fatal results were apprehended. 
Last week lie was attacked by inflamma- 
tory rheumatism, which deprived him en- 
tirely of the use of his left hand and 
greatly .jnfeebled his right, while his 
whole nervous system was much shatter- 
ed. 
In tpite of his suffering condition 


he hold c'jurt on Monday morning of last 
week, but sat in the law library, not ven- 
turing to face the chill and dampness of 
the court room. On Tuesday and AVed- 
neiday he was unable to leave the house, 
and on Wednesday evening, about half- 
past sevi n o'clock, he was attacked by 
spasms and lay unconscious for two hours. 
During the night, however, his condition 
improved, and Thursday he was able to 
leave his bed and spend a portion of the 
day in hi1, study. 


His cousin, Henry Fracdley, Esq., re- 


mained w ith him during a part of the af- 
ternoon, and about six o'clock suggested 
that he should return to bod. The Judge 
consented, and Mr. Freedley assisted him 
to retire. 
Mr. Freedley left the house, 


but retuincd before seven o'clock, and 
opening tlie door of the Judge's chamber 
spoke to him. Keceiving no answer he 
entered and found him cold and insensi- 
ble. 
A physician was hastily summoned, 


but on hi, arrival found the patient dead. 
There is no doubt that during the few 
minutes Vr hen he was left alone he sus- 
tained an attack similar to that of Wed- 
nesday evening, with fatal results. 


The news of Judge lloss' death was re- 


ceived w.th deep and general regret. 
His kindness, courtesy and uprightness 
had made him widely popular.

While he held that post it was his duty 
to prosecute the Chapman-Mina murder 
case, securing the conviction and execu- 
tion of the Spaniard.

Later he turned up in Sing 
Sing Prison, and by the expert use of his 
p«n and boldness succeeded in hoodwink- 
ing Governor Tilden and writing himself 
out of the place. At that time Mr. Til- 
den had great Presidential aspirations, 
and the credulity of the politician was 
wrought upon.

which was a power in its section. 
He 


told tlie story of having come North on 
business, meeting some jolly fellows in 
New York, and having in an unfortunate 
moment committed the crime.

In a slow walk there is always 


one period whan both feet are on the 
ground, and another when 
only one 


foot supports the body. As the walk 
quickens, the time in which both feet are 
down together diminishes, and in very 
rapid walking practically disappears. In 
very rapid walking there is also a kind of 
pulling by the forefoot as it comes down. 
The caloric developed by long walking is 
something quite enormous, since a pedes- 
trian who walks 100 miles in a day will 
produce the equivalent of enough heat to 
boil 120 pounds of ico-cold water.

TBAUES UNIONS MAKING LAWS—At 


a meeting of the Central Organisation of 
th • Trades Unions in New York, a plat- 
foi m was adopted demanding that eight 
hours shall constitute a day's woik , that 
children under fourteen years of age shall 
not be engaged in mines, factories or 
workshops, that all contract labor on 
Government work and all convict con- 
tract labor shall be abolished, that work- 
men be given a mechanics' lien for full 
wages on their work, that there shall be 
cquaal pay for equal work of both sexes , 
tint Labor St&tistic bureaus shall be es- 
tablished by the States as well as Genera 
government, their officers to be chosen 
"roin labor organizations , that there shall 
>o sanitary inspection of mines and fac- 
tories ; that the conspiracy and tramp 
aw s shall be repealed, and that "a national 
circulating medium shall be issued to the 
)cople without the intervention of banks.'1 


—The second annual meeting of the 


Women's Silk Culture Association of the 
United States was held in Philadelphia on 
Tuesday afternoon. Twenty-two yards of 
brocaded satin intended to be presented 
to Mrs. Garfield for a dress was exhibited 
for the first time, and it was stated that 
it took fifty pounds of cocoons, making 
fourteen pounds of real silk, to make 
the dress pattern. 
Some silk was also 


exhibited which had been made from co- 
coons in which the silk worms had been 
fed upon osage orange. 
This experi- 


ment was pronounced a success, as three 
pounds of osage orange cocoons make one 
pound of real silk. The annual report 
which was read by the President stated 
that sufficient had been accomplished to 
insure the success of the movement; that 
silk has been raised in this country equal 
if not superior to the best of the Italian 
product, and that the extent of American 
iilk culture was shown by the contiibu- 
tions to the dress of Mrs. Gai field, lep- 
icsenting as they do fourteen States. 


—Dai his S. Fisher, of Heading, this 


State, was taken to the County Insan* 
Asylum on Tuesday. He was a theological 
student, and in his attempt completely to 
memorize the Bible his mind gave way.

The au- 
thor, Rev. Henry Lausdell, undertook, 
and carried to the end, a task that im- 
pdsed upon him the severest difficulties 
and necessitated absolute devotion to his 
work. He made a journey pf 8,000 miles 
from the Ural Mountains to the Pacific on 
the Obi, Amur and Ussuri rivers which 
required the hire of a thousand horses.
